They need not worry, how- 
ever, because there are--still- some 
people foolish enough to ‘believe 
these “paid” articles by doctors, 
which appear in prominent maga-~ 
zines and favorite farm journals, 
proclaiming that aluminumware is 
not poisonous. 

Aluminumware is poisonous, and 
I defy anyone to show me that it 
isn’t. My answers is try it your- 
self. If you want to go to the 
hospital for a rest, just make some 
meat gravy in an aluminum pan; 
allow it to set for about two days, 
and then eat it. BUT DON’T DO 
IT until you have called the. am- 
bulance, for you are sure to need 
it.

Water, Sanitary Serv-

Of Deaths 640 


LONDON, Feb. 4.—(INS)—Fear- 
ing an outbreak of epidemic, au- 
thorities at Napier today ordered 
complete evacuation of that earth- 
quake-stricken city within two days, 
messages receivedhere stated. 

Scarcity of water and disruption 
of sanitary services counseled that 
precautionary step, advices said.

WELLINGTON, N. Z., Feb. 5— 
(INS)—Based dn reliable reports it 
is estimated that. Tuesday's dis- 
astrous earthquake in the Hawke 
bay province of North Island took 
a toll of at least 640 lives. Several 
thousand are injured and at least 
50,000 persons are homeless. 

Police in Napier, which is a ver- 
itable shambles of dead and dying, 
estimate .500 are dead there. 

Hastings, twenty miles southwest 
of Napier, will probably have a 
death roll of 100. 

Thirty-one are known to be dead 
in Taradale, near Napier. 

Two priests and seven students 
of a Catholic seminary were killed 
im Green’ Meadows, practically a 
suburb of Napier. 

Further Tremor Felt 

While fires were still raging in 
Hastings and Napier and rescuers 
are attempting -to reach buried 
victims, a further earth tremor was 
experienced late last night. The 
shocks have been so persistent that 
neither the rescuers nor destitute 
townsmen paid any heed. . 

Ragged, bleeding and weeping 
refugees, still unable to grasp the 
magnitude of the disaster, are be- 
ing evacuated from Napier and 
Hastings to, nearby towns which 
were not affected.

Cruisers Bring Aid

land, Carrying hundreds of persons 
injured by falling masonry.

Operate by Firelight 

An operation which was being 
performed in a private hospital was 
interrupted by the first quake. The 
patient was immediately trans- 
ferred to the open air where the 
operation was completed success- 
fully by the light of the flames of 
the burning city. . 

One of the ‘minor tragedies of 
the catastrophe is that while Na- 
pier survivors are in want of food, 
40,000 carcasses of meat are rot- 
ting in the Wairoa Refrigeration 
works, 50 miles north of Napier. 
The refrigeration system was dam- 
aged by the quake. 

‘Thousands of private automo- 
biles, driven by their owners, have 
arrived -at Napier from all the sur- 
rounding country, ready to evacu- 
ate refugees. :

Cripple Is Victim of 


Hoodlums Having 
‘Some Fun’ 


CHICAGO, Feb. 4—(INS)— 
George Wittbrod, 34, a cripple, was 
alive today after being buried and 
“crucified” in St. Nicholas cemetery 
and seven young hoodlums were 
in custody charged with perpetrat- 
ing the ghastly “joke.” 

Wittbrod related his harrowing 
experience to the police after be- 
ing rescued early today by a farm- 
er who found him imprisoned in a 
coffin rough box in a roadside 
ang where his tormentors had left 


Before being nailed inside the 
box, Wittbrod said, he was tied to 
a cross in the cemetery and whip- 
ped. ‘Afterward, the hoodlums 
threw him into a grave and set 
fire to straw they piled over him. 

“All In Fun” . 

One of the pranksters, brough 
to. the. police station, laughed at 
seeing Wittbrod ashen-faced and 
trembling, and said: 

“Aw, it was all in fun. Just a 
Tittle joke we played on George.” 

Because of the seriousness of his 
injuries, Wittbrod was taken to a 
hospital. 


There, in intervals of conscious- 
ness, he told of his “night of hor- 
ror.” 

“I thought my day of doom had 
come,” he declared... “I never 
thought I’d leave that graveyard 
alive. They even tried to burn me.” 

Knocked Unconscious 

“It all started ~when I left a 
poolroom last night.

Dragged Behind Auto

SENATE CLASH

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—(INS: 
~The congress, which began its 
labors two months ago with mutual 
pledges of harmony ahd good will. 
went into the home stretch today 
with charges of “liar” being tossed 
back and forth betweeri the two 
houses, with fist fights being nar- 
rowly averted, and with tempers 
strained to the breaking point all 
over the Capitol. 

Seldom in history has there been 
such spectacular flare-ups as the 
present session has withessed since 
its reassembly following the holi- 
day recess. 

Everybody to Blame 

The Republicc’s blame the 
Democrats for this state of affairs; 
the Democrats blame the Repub- 
licans and President Hoover, and 
Mr. Hoover’s friends, in turn, 
blame congress indiscriminately. 
On the outer fringe of i es 
the Conservatives blame the. Pro- 
gressives only to have the charge 
taken up and hurled back .at them. 

Speaker Longworth, nettled py 
some of the criticism visited upon 
him in the senate, actually said he 
would entertain a motion for such 
a change in the rules. The state- 
ment was cheered on the floor. 

Lie Is Passed 

This followed savage attacks on 
the senate by Rep. Cramton, Re- 
publican, of Michigan, who {had 
beén accused by Senator Caraway, 
Democrat of Arkansas, the day be- 
fore, with “feathering his own 
nest” with a $10,000-year job, while 
leading the opposition to granting 
$25,000,000 to feed the hungry in

Hurts Were Indirect 
Cause of Death, 
Jury Finds 


Injuries received when struck by 
an automobile Saturday evening 
were indirectly responsible for the 
death of John H. Crabtree, accord- 
ing to a verdict returned by the 
coroner’s jury in the Wittich Fu- 
neral home this morning. 

The testimdtiy_of Dr..J. L. Klein, 
one of the witnesses, indicated that 
the injuries received by Mr. Crab- 
tree would not have had a serious 
effect on a younger man. However, 
due to his advanced age, and the 
fact that he was suffering of-ar- 
terial sorosis,.the injuries had 
more effect on Mr. Crabtree than 
they would have had had he been 
twenty years younger, the phy- 
sician said. 

Theodore McKee, driver of the 
automobile which struck Mr. Crab- 
tree, was another witness. He said 
that he first saw the man when he 
was about thirty feet in front of 
the car. Mr. McKee attempted to 
stop his automobile, he said, and 
nigra the front wheels to the left, 
but his car skidded on the ice and 
the rear fender knocked Mr. Crab- 
tree to’ the paygment. 

Henry Scott; who said he was 
driving behind the McKee car was 
another witness. He corroborated 
Mr. McKee's testimony and added 
that both cars were traveling about 
25 miles an hour when the accident 
happened.

Varicose veins are a familiar 
sight to anyone who has the least 
knowledge at all of the human 
body.

; effective treatment (when ~ avail- 
‘able) is to place a large handful of 
meadow hay in a pail and pour a 
teakettle of boiling water over the 
hay. The patient must be ready to 
immediately seat himself upon the 
pail so as to shut in the steam 
which carries the medication from 
the steeping hay up against the 
hemorrhoids. 

While these methods will brinz 
relief the real, true cure, is to eat 
enough fruit and vegetables to se- 
cure proper elimination. If you 
cannot find room in your stomach 
for enough green foods to get the 
desired effect, pass up the pies, 
cakes, candies, most of the breads, 
gooey macaroni, leaden dumplings, 
and greasy pasty, thickened gravies.

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What ‘Mortgages Are 

A mortgage is a bill-of-sale from 
the owner of property to another 
competent to hold property. The 
one giving the mortgage is called 
the mortgagee, and the one to 
whom it is made is known as the 
mortgagor. A mortgage differs 
from a bill-of-sale in that the 
mortgagor cannot obtain owner- 
ship of the property mortgaged, 
unless the amount involved is not 
paid him at the expiration of the 
mortgage, or the interest is not 
met. All mortgages must be re- 
gistered. Mortgaged property can- 
not be moved, altered, or changed 
without the consent of the mort- 
eagor. The property, unless it is 
land, should be insured and _ the 
insurance policy made payable to 
the mortgagor in case of loss by 
fire, but the mortgagor can collect 
only that part of the insurance 
money which  respresents the 
amount of the mortgage. Should 
the mortgagee fail to pay interest 
at the period stated in the mort- 
gage, or should he be unable or 
refuse to liquidate the’ mortgage 
at its expiration, the mortgagor 
cannot seize the property except 
by act of law. It must be adver- 
tised and sold at auction. If the 
mortgaged property brings a price 
lower than the face of the mort- 
gage, the mortgagor loses the dif- 
ference, and has to bear the ex- 
pense of foreclosure. If more than 
the face of the mortgage is realiz-

ed, the mortgagee ,is_ entitled to 
what is received, less the face of 
the mortgage and the expenses of 
foreclosure. 


Old Time Ships 

The glory of American merchant 
service, so far as sailing vessels are 
concerned, has passed into history. | 
Comparatively few sailing vessels, | 
save coasting schooners, ply the | 
seas, as steam has taken the place 
of sail. The majority of old ship! 
captains are either dead or com- | 
manding ocean liners or coastwise | 
steamers. In the old days, sailing | 
clipper ships made the trip from | 
New York to San Francisco in one | 
hundred days, while the voyage of | 
ordinary ships was two or three | 
times as long. The old ship 
“Lightning” ‘sailed from Boston to | 
Liverpool at a greatér speed than | 
that obtained by steamships of the | 
day, the vessel often logging over | 
500 miles in 24 hours, and it made 
the trip in little less than 14 days. ; 
The “James. Baines” sailed from | 
Boston to Liverpool in 12 days and ; 
six hours, and broke the sailing | 
record between those two ports. | 
The same ‘vessel made. the trip ' 
from Liverpool to Melbourne, 
Australia in 63 days and returned 
in 69 days. The “Red Jacket” 
sailed from New York to Liverpool 
in 13 days, one hour and 25 min- 
utes. The “Flying Cloud” and 
“Andrew Jackson” sailed from 
New York to San Francisco in 89 
days and the “Sea Witch” made 
the trip from Canton, China, to 
New York in 74 days, 14 hours. 
These early clipper ships were 
quite small, many of them not be- 
ing over 200 tons. The first large 
clipper was the “Ann McKim,” 
which was 43 feet long and 493 
tons burden. Subsequent sailing 
vessels of enormous size were built, 
the “John Bertram” having a ton- 
nage of 1080, the “Gamecock” 1,- 
320 the “Staghound” 1,535, the 
“Flying Cloud,” 1,783, the “Staf- 
fordshire” 1,817, the “Sovereign of 
the Seas,” 2,421 tons, and the 
“Great Republic,” 4,555 tons.

RABBIT BALL 
IS BANNED IN 
BIG LEAGUES 


Assists Pitchers But 
Is Hard on Home 
Run Hitters

NEW YORK, Feb. 4—(INS)— 
National league pitchers, bombard- 
ed from pillar to post by long dis- 
tance batsmen during the past ten 
years, heaved a sigh of relief today 
as a result of the abolishment of 
the rabbit ball by the league at 
its mid-winter meeting here late 
yesterday. 

Experts estimate that adoption 
of the new ball, with a heavier 
cover and raised stitches, will en- 
able pitchers to put so much more 
“stuff” on the ball that the home 
run output in the senior organiza- 
tion will be reduced by something 
like twenty per cent.

PROPOSES BILL 
FOR BENEFIT OF 
LABOR IN IOWA 


House Gets Measure 
To Standardize 
Wages 


DES MOINES, Feb. 4—(INS)— 
One of the most important pieces 
of legislation in regard to labor 
that has been introduced in the 
House is that of Byers (R) of 
Cedar Rapids. This measure would 
regulate hours of work of laborers, 
workmen and mechanics employed 
on. public works. 

The measure specifies certain 
duties for the commissioner of !a- 
bor and provides for hearings and 
investigation. 

“The prevailing rate of wage,” 
the bill states, “shall be the rate 
of wage paid in the locality defined 
to the majority of workmen, labor- 
ers or mechanics in the same trade 
or occupation.” 

In the event that it be deter- 
mined that there is not a majority 
in’ the same trade or occupation 
paid at the same rate, then the 
rate paid to the greater number 
would be the prevailing rate. A 
provision is made, however, that 
the “greater number” must con- 
stitute at least forty per cent of 
o laborers in the same occupa- 

on. 

In the event that there are less 
than forty percent of the laborers 
engaged in the same trade or oc- 


‘ cupation in the same locality paid 


the same rate then the average 
rate would be the prevailing rate. 
The locality for the purposes of 


this act would be the county, town, |, 


city or village, where the work is 
being done.

Explains Why Governmental 
Taxes Are on the Increase 


BY HERBERT H. LEHMAN 
Lieutenant Governor, State of New 
York 
The budgets of all government- 
al units in this country have in-| 
creased greatly in the last two de- 
cades, largely for the following rea- 

sons: 

1.—The general increase in the 
cost of all service and commodities 
since the war, an increase which 
has progressed in an almost un- 
broken line save for brief periods. 

2—The increase in the social | 
consciousness of the community | 
which has been reflected “ffi a} 
broader social character of both ad- 
ministration and legislation in or- | 
der to be responsive to the ideals 
and needs of the people. , 





3.—An ever-growing disposition ' 


on the part of the smaller govern- 
mental units to shift part of their 
burden to the larger ones, and a 
willingness on the part of the larg- 


er units to accept the increased | 


burden. 

It appears to me to be important 
for the people to understand the 
situation so that progress of gov- 
ernment, both socially and econo- 
mically, may continue in an orderly 
and uninterrupted course. 


Cost is Changing 
The cost of carrying on the pure- 
ly administrative functions of gov- 
ernment usually changes slowly. In 
other words, government, like any 
other business, has a more or less 


fixed overhead which can not ke) 


greatly reduced on any given vol- 
ume, but which need not be sub- 
stantially increased if proper care 
is exercised. 

For the existing functions 
government there will,

al units there will undoubtedly 
have to be an equalizing readjust- 
ment of salaries to meet a more in- 
telligent classification of positions. 
To stabilize the administrative costs 
it will obviously be necessary to 
combat efforts to create new and 
unnecessary positions.

IS ONLY ACTIVE 
CRATER INU. S. 


Uncle Sam Keeps Con- 
stant Watch at 
Volcano 


EDITOR’S NOTE—Mount Las- 
sen, only active volcano in 
United States, located in Northern 
California rumbles and _ groans 
and emits steam, but there has 
not been an eruption since 1915. 

Lassen Peak had been regarded 
}as an extinct volcano for 200 years 
| prior to 1914, when its activity was 
| renewed for more than a year, and 
the United States Government now 
maintains an _ observatory near 
Mineral, Cal., to keep a check on 
the volcano. 

Dr. R. H. Finch, Government 
voleanologist on duty at Mount 
Lassen, has written for Interna- 
tional New Service and the Mid- 
west Free Press, an article on the 
voleano’s activities which is pre- 
sented herewith: 


e By Dr. R. H. Finch 

Mt. Lassen is always steaming, 
not only from the summit crater 
but also from several other places 
on the Lassen edifine. 

At the present time one of the 
places that is steaming most vig- 
orously is the Devil’s Kitchen. At 
one vent there the steam is escap- 
ing with a temperature well above 
the boiling point, and makes a 
continuous cloud several hundred 
feet high. Beneath the cloud a 
cold disagreeable rain is always 
falling. 





Steam Fluctuates 

The amount of steam which es- 
capes from the summit crater 
fluctuates slightly with the  sea- 
sons, being greatest during and 
after wet spells. 

The amount of steam that be- 
comes visible is greatest during 
cold damp weather, and for this 
reason most of the rumored erup- 
tions of Lassen take place during 
the winter season. 

There are many places from 
which steam escapes that are not 
in active volcanic regions. Steam 
alone then is not suffic‘ent to 
classify a vent as an active vol- 
cano. 

Can Mt. Lassen be called an ac- 
tive volcano? 

Volcanos are usually divided in- 
to three classes: active, dormant 
and dead. A dead volcano is one 
that has shown no signs of ac- 
tivity for thousands of years. 
those of the dormant class have 
been quiet for centuries. An ac- 
tive volcano is one that is erupt- 
ing at the present time or one 
whose last eruption is but a few 
years back. 

By definition, then, Mt. Lassen 
must be classified as an active 
volcano. 

266 Earthquakes 

For four years now Mt. Lassen 
has been under constant surveil- 
lance by the Lassen Volcano. Ob- 
servatory ef the United States 
Geological Survey. 

What do the four years studies 
and records show? 

From geologic studies it appears 

that there have been at least eight 
or nine periods of activity on the 
Lassen massif within the last thou- 
sand years. 
. The seismograph shows that 
earthquakes that orginate at Mt. 
Lassen are by no means _infre- 
quent.

ON RADIO SETS 
HELD INVALID 


Court Says Levy In- 
terfers With Inter 
State Commerce 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Taxation 
of radio receiving set owners by the 
| States is held unconstitutional as 
an interference with interstate 
commerce, under « decision ren- 
dered by the Federal District Court 
for the Eastern District of South 
Carolina, holding the South Caro- 
lina law to this end unconstitu- 
tional, according to a report re- 
ceived by the Federal Radio Com- 
mission. 

The court, in its decision rendered 
on Jan. 17, susiained the conten- 
tion of the four plaintiffs, aided by 
the Radio Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, that the South Carolina law 
was an interference with interstate 
commerce and cannot be enforced. 
An interlocutory injunction against 
enforcement of the South Carolina 
law was granted by the Federal 
Court restraining collection of the 
proposed taxes on receiving sets. 

Three-judge Court 

The decision was made by a spe- 
cially constituted three-judge court 
consisting of Circuit Judge Parker 
and District Judges Cochran and 
Glenn. Actions were instituted 
against the State of South Caro- 
lina and the collector of taxes by 
the R. M. A., Station WBT, 2a: 
Charlottle, N. C., a retail. radio 
dealer, and a radio listener. 

“The tax here,” said the opinion, 
“is directly laid upon a necessary 
instrument of interstate commerce, 
imposes a burden upon that com- 
merce, and the act of the Legisla- 
ture imposing it is therefore in 
conflict with the Constitution of 
ps A aaa States and is null and 
void.” 

At the Commission it was stated 
orally Jan. 21, that the opinion is 
being given close scrutiny by its 
Legal Division, although it does not 
directly affect the Commission’s 
operations. Commissioner Harold 
A. Lafount said the ruling is of 
great importance because it up- 
holds the stipulation of Congress 
that radio is inter-state com- 
merce, and thereforé is subject to 
Federal rather than State regula- 
tion. 

Decided on Test Case 

The decision was made in the 
test cast brought by Station WBT. 
rather than in the supplemental 
cases. In this case the station con- 
tended that radio is interstate 
commerce and therefore cannot be 
subject to taxation by a State. The 
South Carolina law, passed last 
year, proposed to levy on owners 
of radio receiving sets a graduated 
tax ranging up to a maximum of 
$2.50 per set. It was the first State 
law against owners of receiving 
sets, and the decision of the court, 
it was brought out, therefore is a 
precedent in radio law. 

“There can be no doubt,” said the 
opinion, “that communications by 
radio constitute interstate com- 
merce. It has been so held by nu- 
merous courts, and the decisions of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States defining interstate commerce 
necessarily lead to that conclusion. 

“Just a License Tax” 

“The plaintiff contends that all 
radio communication is necessarily 
interstate, and in the present state 
of the art, this appears to be cor- 
rect. However, it is not inconceiv- 
able that radio communication may 
in the future be so perfected that 
it may be confined strictly inter- 
state; but we do not consider it 
necessary to make any ruling upon 
that point now. Certainly under 
the facts of the present case the 
plaintiff (Station WBT) through 
its broadcasting plant, is engaged 
in interstate commerce. The re- 
ceiving sets in Squth Carolina are 
essential to the,reception of the 
co-nmunications by the South Car- 
olina audience. In other words, the 
receiving sets are absolutely essen- 
tial instrumentalities of the inter- 
state commerce in which the plain- 
tiff is engaged. * * * 

“Here the tax is not a general 
property tax, but a license tax for 
the privilege of using an instru- 
ment of interstate commerce. Nor 
can it be sustained as a police reg- 
ulation with an incidental tax to 
pay the expenses of the regulation, 
for it has no elements of police, 
and moreover, the tax is frankly 
cevoted to the uses of a State in- 
stitution.

Tomatoes, Eggplants, 
Peppers Require 
Protection 


Seeds of plants of long growing 
season but of tropical natures that 
are destroyed by frosts or cold 
winds must be started indoors or 
under the shelter of frames out- 
doors. Tomatoes, peppers and egg- 
plants: are three of the tropical 
natives that need an indoor start. 
If you: can’t raise them from seed 
you will have to depend on plants 
bought from gardeners who have 
raised them under proper condi- 
tions. In this case the variety is 
limited’ as market gardeners usual- 
ly stick closely to standard and well 
tried sorts. 

The usual time for starting such 
seeds. indoors is March. over the 
more northerly portions of the 
country and varying as the lati- 
tude gives earlier spring. Now is 
the time to look around for seed 
boxes. For the ordinary gardener 
who depends upon a sunny window 
cigar boxes are the time-honored 
favorites. _The flat bulb pans or 
pots are also useful and as they are 
deep do not dry out as quickly as

This is the time to keep a look- 
out for seed. boxes and to start 
collecting them. Be sure to punch 
holes in:the bottom of the boxes to 
cover with pieces of broken flower 
pots, crockery, or stone for drain- 
age. It is also an excellent practi- 
cal move -to bind a couple of 
strands of wire tightly about the 
boxes about an inch or two apart 
as under the influence of moisture 
if of very light wood they are in- 
clined to warp and make keeping 
them moist difficult. 

The seed boxes must have light, 

and a sunny window for indoor 
work is essential, preferably a 
south window. If not given suffi- 
cient light spindling® plants are 
bound to result with severe loss- 
es. They must always have air. 
They also will spindle if temper- 
ature: is too high. Around 70 de- 
grees for the greater part of the 
time is about right for the best suc- 
cess. 
Sow seeds in rows even in seed 
boxes. It is easiest to care for the 
plants then and to handle them in 
transplanting. The old-fashioned 
method of broadcast: sowing was 
wasteful and also the seed was al- 
ways sown too thickly. Unless pre- 
pared for a quick job of transplant- 
ing, the seed should be sown thin- 
ly enough so the seedlings may 
make two true leaves without being 
too crowded.

IN FRESH EGGS 


Only 70 Per Cent of 
_Iowa Eggs Found 
Really Fresh 


AMES, Ia—(Special—What 
this country needs is a good fresh 


egg. 

This is the statement made be- 
fore the poultry and egg marketing 
conference during Farm and Home 
week at Iowa State college by R. 
G. Clark, dairy and food commis- 
sioner, Iowa department of agri- 
culture. 

Of the two billion eggs produced 
in Iowa alone last year, not more 
than 70 per cent could qualify as 
“fresh” eggs on the day of pro- 
duction because of undersize, dir- 
tiness and blood. rings, he said. 

The necessity of improving qual- 
ity and of selling on grade in order 
to cater to the demands of the 
gonsumer and also the need of 
building up confidence in the prod- 
uct were emphasized by. Mrs. Gib- 
hard Snyder, United States Egg 
Society, Chicago. 

H. F. Rollins, Armour and com- 
pany, Gowrie, told how an egg 
grading campaign had been “put 
over”*in that community and pre- 
dicted that in a few years most of 
the eggs in Iowa will be sold on a 
graded basis to secure a premium 
on the eastern market. 

Farmers will share in; this in- 
creased profit if they sell their eggs 
on a graded basis, speakers said.
